or biodiesel blended fuel. Up to Fifty thousand dollars shall
be allocated each fiscal year in order to support the
department®s administration of the programs. Otherwise the
10 moneys shall not be transferred, used, obligated,

11 appropriated, or otherwise encumbered except as necessary to
12 administer the programs.
